Washington, May 3 (/P>—Pro­ 
visions for special loans to debt- 
burdened farmers faced with the 
prospect of losing their homes 
will be the first portion of the 
farm mortgage bill administered 
when congressional action 
on 
the entire Roosevelt farm pro­ 
gram is completed. 
It 
was learned 
today that 
Henry 
Morgenthau, 
Jr., farm 
board chairman, and governor- 
designate of the farm credit ad­ 
ministration which will begin 
functioning May 27, has com­ 
pleted arrangem ents for giving 
quick aid under this provision. 
It is separate from the bill’s au­ 
thorization to refinance up to 
$2,000,000,000 in farm mortgages 
through issuance of federal land 
bank bonds whose interest will 
be guaranteed by the govern­ 
ment. 
The special aid provision au­ 
thorizes an advance of funds 
by the reconstruction corpora­ 
tion. 
The senate bill proposed 
that this advance be limited to 
$200,000,000; 
the house $300,- 
000,000. A compromise of $250,- 
000,000 may be approved by con­ 
gressional conferees who are ex ­ 
pected to adjust such differences 
in the measure this week. 
These funds, as now provided, 
will be lent to farmers on either 
first or second mortgages upon 
the whole or any part of his 
farm property , real or personal, 
including crops. The amount of 
the mortgage together with prior 
indebtedness cannot ex ceed 75 
per cent of the value of the 
property nor will a loan of more 
than $5,000 be available to any 
farmer. Interest will be at the 
rate of 5 per cent with no pay ­ 
ment on principal the first three 
y ears. 
Until May 27, administration 
of this part of the program will 
be in the hands of the federal 
farm loan board which goes out 
of ex istence 
when the farm 
credit administration 
assumes 
authority . 
Paul 
Bestor, 
farm 
loan 
commissioner, who will 
continue in that post under the 
new set-up, has arranged to es­ 
tablish agencies in each of "the 
12 federal land banks and to 
handle the special loans. 
One co nditio n o f the lo an — 
aimed to help farmers prev ent 
lo ss o f their farmsteads—is that 
ho lders o f prio r mo rtgages o r 
o ther liens arrange to the satis­ 
factio n o f the go v ernment to 
limit 
their 
right to pro ceed 
against 
the farmer’s pro perty 
beceause o f default. This wo uld 
hav e the effect o f stav ing o ff 
fo reclo sures. 
The lo ans are intended to pro ­ 


vide working capital for farm 
operations and to enable any 
farmer to redeem or repurchase 
farm property lost through fore­ 
closure since July 1, 19 31. 
Thousands of inquiries have 
already been directed to federal 
land banks by farmers who hope 
to refinance ex isting mortgages 
under other provisions of the 
measure which set the max i­ 
mum interest rate at 4è per cent. 
The interest rate on the bonds 
will be not more than 4 per 
cent. 
The 
refinancing 
operation 
mainly will take 
the form of 
purchasing ex isting first m ort­ 
gages for a sum not to ex ceed *50 
per cent of the value of per­ 
m anent improvements. 
If the 
mortgage holder’s claim is larg­ 
er than the appraisal figure, he 
will be required to scale down 
his claim. 
He will not be per­ 
m itted to obtain a junior hen 
against the farm for the differ­ 
ence between the appraisal fig­ 
ure and his own claim. 
Refinancing under this plan 
must take place within two y ears 
under the measure which also 
ex tends the benefit of the 4 h per 
cent interest rate to farmers who 
now have federal land bank 
mortgages. The land banks now 
have more than $1,000,000,000 in 
outstanding mortgages or about 
12 per cent of the nation’s reg­ 
istered total.
